one danger against which both officers 


and enlisted men must be continually on 


guard.

ASHINGTON— War Department and

Besides the ignorance is inex­ 
cusable because on all clinical 
therm om eters an arrow is en­ 
graved on the scale pointing to 
the normal tem perature of the 
human body w hich is 98 4/5 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit. 


Use of Clinical Thermometer 
I say a full knowledge of the 
use of the clinical therm om eter 
should be part of every house­ 
w ife’s mental equipment, because 
in these days of doctor shortage 
the most certain way to answer 
the question as to w hether a mem­ 
ber of the household is sick enough 
to need a doctor is to take his 
tem perature. If he has a fever he 
probably needs a doctor. If the 
tem perature is normal he prob­ 
ably can wait. There arc excep­ 
tions, but it is a good general rule. 
Besides the arrow pointing to 
the average normal tem perature, 
there are 
two other technical 
points about the clinical th er­ 
mometer that should be mastered. 
First, after it registers the column 
of mercury will stay stationary in­ 
definitely. 
This is accomplished 
by a bubble in the column ju st 
above the bulb and requires that 
the column be shaken down be­ 
fore a new recording is made. The 


other point is that the column of 
mercury is very small, and the 
thermometer is designed in a tri­ 
angular shape so th at by getting 
the column ju st under the apex 
of the triangle it is magnified for 
easy reading. To do this requires, 
as most of you know, a little prac­ 
tice. 
This simple little instrum ent, 
like so many of our household 
utensils, has been brought to its 
present state of perfection only 
after arduous struggles, trials and 
errors, by many earnest men. 
Knowledge of boily tem peature is 
a very recent development in the 
history of medical progress. Ther­ 
mometry itself only began about 
1600 
with 
Galileo. 
Fahrenheit 
lived from 1686 to 17.36. 
As late as the Civil War Dr. W. 
W. Keen began as a brand new 
idea to take the sick soldier's tem ­ 
perature. 
He carried around a 
thermometer so big he had to tuck 
it under his arm. and the only tem ­ 
perature he was able to rea l was 
th at of the arm pit. But soon after 
our convenient clinical therm om­ 
eter came in. A German profea­ 
sor, Traube, took the first contin­ 
uous, or rather hourly, reading 
through one day on himself. And 
another German professor, Wun­ 
derlich, in 
1868, published his 
study on the therm om eter of the 
human body in various conditions, 
m aking classic charts of all the 
fevers, and founding our present 
science of clinical therm om etry 
once and for all. 
W hat every doctor wants to 
know first about every patient is 
tem perature, pulee rate and res­ 
piration. If those are normal he 
feels pretty satisfied.
